HALF-MILLION PEOPLE

has there been such a wholesale pros- 


tration of people in this city. For six 


hours the police ambulance surgeons and 
the Red Cross nurses were kept on the 
run looking after persons who collapsed 
ander the scorching rays of the sun, and 
largely because of their excellent ser- 
vice but one case resulted fatally. 

James Rowley. aged 44 years, of this 
city, died in a hospital after being 
stricken in the street. The other stricken 
persons are said to be in good condition 
with no prospect of fatal results. 

The parade ground Was on Broad street 
for a distance of 3 miles north, and the 
same distance south of the city hall. 
The paraders countermarched the last 3 
miles back to the city hall, so that they 
traversed upwards of 9 miles. 

Those who succumbed were among the 
spectators, jammed all along the street 
in a solid mass from one end of the 
line to the other, it being estimated that 
500.000 witnessed the march. The tem- 
perature hovered aroumd 90 degrees, and 
the humidity was excessive, and as a 
consequence people sweltered. 

Few Paraders Overcome. 

Among the few paraders who were 
overcome were J, Harrington Walker, otf 
St. Paul, Minn., and Henry J. Walter, 
exalted ruler of the Philadelphia lodge 
of Elks. The other victims are chiefly 
from this city and the surrounding coun- 
try. The police secwred records of 
more than 1,000 heat cases, which were 
handled by them or taken to the hospit- 
als. but hundreds were cared for in the 
dispensaries, where no record of the 
cases were made, while the police sur- 
geons and nurses cared for inumerable 
others. 

Bvery attention were given to the spec- 
tators to see that they were protected 
but it required four hours for the march- 
ers to pass a given point, and the eager 
people stood in the hot sun for two 
hours more before the parade started. 
The total number in the line of march is 
conservatively estimated at 20,000 men, 
with about 1/150 floats. 

About 100 lodges from cities and towns 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific partic- 
ipated In the parade. There were ten 
divisions wmder command of Chief 
Marshal John WU. Sullivan, of New Or- 
leans, grand esquire of the Elks. The 
Philadelphia lodge, the host of the oc- 
easion, hed the right of line with 1.800 
men. 

4 Are Installed. 

The grand lodge installed its newly- 
elected officers tonight, at which time 
it was announced that at a previous ses- 
sion the state associations of Elks had 
been given official recognition. 

This decision on the part of the grana 
lodge settles a fight that has heen wag- 
ing for two years. The state associa- 
tion is restricted in its work, and may 
not take up legislative matters or }1n- 
terfere with executive affairs in the sub- 
ordinate lodges. Its principal work wil! 
be along charitable and fraternal lines. 

Killing Heat in New York. 

New York, July !8.—New York is suf- 
fering from a scorching heat wave which 
hag caused three deaths and scores of 
heat prostrations. The high temperature 
today, which reached nearly 90 degrees 
at noon, was accompanied by extreme 
humidity, and the weather bureau holds 
out little prospects for an amelioration 
lof these conditions. Last night hundreds 
were driven from the sun-baked tene- 
ments of the Past Side to the city parks, 
where they slept all night on the 
benches. 
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NEGRO PRISONER TOOK 


CARE OF DRUNKEN DEPUTY 
ITZGERALD, GA., July 18.—(Spe- 
F cial.)}—One of Ben Hill’s deputy 
sheriffs went to Macon the first 
of the week to bring back a negro 
held in the Macon jail at the request 
of our. sheriff. This morning the 
prisoner came in on the train bringing 
the deputy, so drunk he did not know 
where to get off the train. 

The negro states that the Macon offi- 
cers turned him over to the deputy, 
who proceeded to take in the town, 
and narrowly escaped being arrested 
for disorderly conduct. They succeed- 
ed in making the train for Fitz- 
gerald, and when they reached here 
the negro had the deputy, his grip, 
revolver, handcuffs and a quart of 
whisky all in his charge. The deputy 
was so drunk he refused to get off

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Railroads Must Accept or et 


ONE UMPIRE FOR ALL 
OFFERED BY STEVENS 


Governor Name Two State 
~ Arbitrators, 


AL MILLER, OF MACON 
NAMED TO FIX VALUE 


If Railroads Reject Him, Governor 
Smith Will Appoint Two Repre- 
sentatives for State — Judge 
T. A. Parker Umpire for 
Electric Railroads. 


“I offer you Judge A. L. Miller, of 
Macon, as umpire in the case of the 
tax returns of all the steam railroads 
which have not accepted the comptroller 
general's assessments. You may accept 
him or let the matter go up to Gov- 
ernor Smith for the appointment of two 
arbitrators to represent the state.’’ 


Such, in substance, was the prpposition 
Put by Railroad Commissioner O. E. 
Stevens, appointed to represent the state, 
to the arbitrators for the three largest 
railroad systems in the state at their 
conference held yesterday in the office 
of the railroad commission. 

There was a howl in camp, of course, 
but Commissioner Stevens was deter- 
mined in his purpose, and the railroad 
arbitrators, after a discussion pro and 
con, in the course of which they found 
they were unable to shake the state's 
representative, retired to think it over 
and determine in the course of the next 
two or three weeks just what they will 
do about it. 

No Specific Objection. 

In spite of their protest against the 
railroad commissioner's confining him- 
Self to a single man as umpire, the 
representatives of the railroads were un- 
able , to Offer any specific objection to 
Judge Miller. 

Commissioner Stevens told them if 
they would offer any reasonable and 
valid reason as to why Judge Miller 
should not serve in that capacity, he 
would endeavor to select another man; 
but, until some good reason was shown, 
he insisted on his original proposition, 
and said he proposed to stand by it. 

The three railroal arbitrators who met 
Commissioner Stevens were Judge S. B. 
Adams, of Savannah, representing the 
Atlantic Coast Line; Hon. Roland Ellis, 
of MYMlacon, representing the Southern 
railway, and Hon. Aiex W. Smith, of 
Atlanta, for the Central of Georgia. 

The Seaboard Air Line and the At- 
lanta and West Point tax assessments 
are also to be arbitrated, and when 
they come up Commissioner Stevens will 
also offer Judge Miller as umpire, it 
being his determination, for the sake 
of uniformity as near as it is possible 
to get it, to have the same umpire in 
all cases. All other steam railroads to 
be arbitrated, therefore, may count on 
the same proposition as was made yes- 
terday in the foregoing cases. 

Commissioner Stevens’ Attitude. 

Commissioner Stevens reached the con- 
clusion to take this position several 
days ago. First and foremost, it was 
his desire to have a board whose con- 
ciusions would as nearly as possible 
equalize the values of the various rail- 
road properties of the state. In order 
to do this, it is necessary to have prac- 
tically the same board in all cases. 

In the next place, it was his deter- 
mination to select a man who repre- 
sented the very esSsence of the Macon 
platform, and who, he believed, would 
carry out the wiehes of the people as 
therein expressed. That Judge Miller, 
who was chairman of the Macon con- 
vention and chairman of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee, is such a 
man there can be no possible question 
or doubt. 

Again, it is well known that an effort 
has been made to bring about a change 
in the method of appointing arbitrators, 
and to have a new law enacted at once, 
as rumor had it, with the avowed pur- 
pose of dispensing with the services of 
Commissioner Stevens in this connec- 
tion. The bill in question, which was 
introduced by Mr. Alexander, of De 
Kalb, was unfavorably reported by the 
committee to which it was referred, and 
thus practically killed. ; 


Time to Think It Over. 

In opening the conference with the 
representatives of the railroads, Com- 
missioner Stevens said he would start 
out on the assumption that the assess- 
ments in each case as made by Comp- 
troller General Wright were correct | 
and just, and that they should stand. 
Therefore, he said, it may be assumed 
that we cannot agree, and the next 
thing in order is the selection of an 
umpire. 

Commissioner Stevens tolf them he 
had divided the corporation properties : 
to be assessed into three classes, | 
namely, steam railroads, electric rail- | 
roads and gas companies, together 
with telegraph and express companies 
and any others to be arbitrated. He 
proposed, he stated, to select one um- 
pire in each case for the purpose of 
uniformity in arriving at these valua- 
tions. 

“Now, gentlemen, in tlie case of the 
steam railroads,” he said, “I offer you 
Judge A. L. Miller of Macon. Unless 
you can show some good and valid 
reason why he should not serve, we 
wil] just let the matter go up to the 
governor, who, under the law. will 
have to name two representatives for 
the state to act with one from the 
corporation interested.” 

Judge Adams said he had no serious 
objection to Judge Miller, who is a 
man of recognized abflity and _  in- 
tegrity, but he thought the corporation 
representatives should at least be 
given the opportunity of making a 
selection of one from half a dozen 
names. 

Commissioner Stevens said it would 
be possible, of course, to name half a 
dozen or more good men, but he 
thought one just as good as a dozen,_ 
unless some disqualifying reason 
could be shown. 

“Wouldn't the governor appoint 
Judge Miller as one of the two repre- 
sentatives for the state in the event 
we rejected him?’ asked Mr. Smith. 

“It is possible that he might do so,” 
Commissioner Stevens replied. “He 
would be at perfect liberty to do so. 
But, of course, it is out of the ques- 
tion for me to say what he would 
do.”

North Carolina Is Resolved to 
Enforce Her -Law for

TQ ASSIST PRISONERS 


Pritchard Leaves Raleigh for Ashe- 
ville, Where Southern's Agents 
Have Been Sentenced—Case 
Against Green Not Con- 
cluded at Raleigh. 


Asheville, N. ¢C., July 18.—James H. 
Wood, district pasenger agent, and Tick- 
et Agent O. C. Wilson, of the Southern 
railway, who were arrested late yester- 
day afternoon after the departure of 
Judge Pritchard for Raleigh, today were 
found guilty in the police court of sell- 
ing tickets in disregard of the new rate 
law and each sentenced to thirty days 
on the chaingang. Mr. Wood is a mem- 
ber of the board of aldermen of this 
city. Little doubt is felt that some way 
will be found to save Wood and Wil- 
son from serving the sentence. 


Agent Green on Trial at Raleigh. 

Raleigh, N. C., July 18.—The trial of 
the Southern railway and T. T. Green, 
ticket agent, for violating the state law 
in selling tickets at a rate above 2 1-4 
cents, ordered by the last legislature, 
went on today without interference from 
the federal court, though Judge Pritch- 
ard came from Asheville with the expec- 
tation of hearing a writ of habeas corpus 
for the release of Green, but this was 
not done and Judge Pritchard left tor 
Asheville this afternoon. 

In the trial in the gtate sourt all morn- 
ing was takén in securing a jury. In 
the afternoon the state introduced wit- 
nesses to show that Green had sold a 
ticket at a rate exceeding 2 1-4 cents, | 
and that the Southern railway, through 
General Passenger Agent Taylhoe, had 
ordered the old rate to continue. The 
defense introduced no witnesses, con- 
tending that the excess rate included 
payment for the coupon ticket with the 
excess if the state rate was held valid. 
Argument will be concluded tomorrow. 

Judge Pritchard’s quick return to 
Asheville is supposed to mean the issue 
of writ of habeas corpus for the release 
of Wood and Wilson, of the Southern 
railway, convicted of selling tickets above 
2 1-4 cents. Judge Pritchard is expected 
to return here with a habeas corpus writ 
if Green is found guilty and imprisoned. 
Case Against Witherspoon With- 

drawn. 

Charlotte, N. C., July 18.—The case 
against City Ticket Agent T. J. Wither- 
spoon, of the Southern railway here, 
against whom a warrant was sworn out 
yesterday, for charging more than 2% 
cents for railroad tickets, was with- 
drawn today in the recorder’s eourt for 
the reason that similar cases ae ‘being 
tested at Asheville and Raleigh. 


LYNCHING CASE 
BEING ARGUED 


to Impeach Witnesses 
for State. 


Charlotte, S. C., July 1&—The defense 
in the case of the twenty citizens of 
Anson county charged with lynching 
John V. Johnson on the night of May 
1906, concluded the introduction 
of testinfény today, and argument was 
begun. The case will reach the jury 
tomorrow afternoon. 

Witnesses were put’on the stand to- 
day to discredit the testimony of 
Sheriff Bogan, of Anson county, and 
H. D. Kendall, Sr.. the lyvncher who 
turned’ state’s evidence. Frederick 
Hiargrave, a Wadesboro merchant, de- 
clared that he was aroused by the 
Ivnching party, and saw neither Ken- 
dall nor the horse he swore that he 
rode.

State Did Not Prove That Convicted 
Persons Were Actual Murderers 
of Little Lamana Boy—Other 
Italians Will Be Tried 
Next Week. 


Hahnville, La., July 18.—A verdict of 
guilty without capital punishment was 
returned in the case of Campisciano, 
Mrs. Campisciano, Tony Costa and Frank 
Gendusa, the Italians accused of kid- 


boy. 

The verdict was returned just before 
dark tonight after the jury had been 
out forty-five minutes and at the close 
of a four days’ trial. 

The jury declared that 
was unanimous, and then court 
journed. 

Talk of Lynching. 

An hour afterwards, it was reported 
that preparations for a lynching tonight 
‘were under way. A physician gave out 
a statement, declaring that “the good 
people of St. Charles repudiated the ver- 
dict” and calling it a “prostitution of jus- 
fii :e."’ 

The lynching report spread as far as 
New Orleans, and the local officials were 
apprehensive that a party might be made 
up in that city to aid in such an at- 
tempt. The distance between here and 
the city is about 20 miles. 

The prisoners were returned to the St. 
Charles parish jail, an isolated structure 
standing in the flelds a quarter of a 


mile away from any habitation except 
the sheriffs’ house and the courthouse.

ital, $459,736.13. The auditors say the 
report is only on values of which we are 
reasonably. satisfied, but further investi- 
gation may change these figures.” 

The court, in compliance with the re- 
quest of stockholders made at a meet- 
ing held this morning, continued the tem- 
porary receivers for thirty days, at 
which time. August 19, a final report 
will be made and permanent receivers 
appointed.

LYNCHING WAS THREATENED. 


Negro Spirited Out of Statenville 
and Taken to Valdosta. 


Valdosta, Ga.,.~July 18.—(Special.)— 
Andrew Wilson, colored, a _ prisoner 
confined in the Echols county jail at 
Statenville, Ga., was brought to this 
city today to escape a lynching. Wil- 
son killed Walter Peterson, a young 
white man, in a “blind tiger’ joint at 
Tarver, Ga., a few months ago, and 
fled to North Carolina, where he was 
afterwards arrested. 

On yesterday the sheriff of Echois 
county was informed that a mob had 
been formed for the purpose of taking 
Wilson from the jail and 
him, and it was hastily decided to 
bring the prisoner to this city to pre- 
vent trouble. The sheriff was inform- 
ed that the “entire arrangements had 
been made by the party, and the date 
for the lynching selected, and it is 
probable that the action of the officer 
is all that saved the life of the negro. 

While it is understood that the white 
man was the aggressor in the trouble 
that ended in his death, the friends of 
the white boy were so greatly § in- 
censed by the killing that a party of 
more than fifty looked for the negro 
on the day and night following the 
killing, with the avowed intention of 
lynching him.

15 MILES PER HOUR LIMIT 


Felder Bill Passed by Senate Yese 
terday After Being So Amended 
as to Make the Maximum 
Speed Fifteen Instead of 
Twenty Miles, 


The automobile ill of Senator Felder 
Was passed by the senate yesterday 
morning by the vote of 29 to 2. There 
were three amendments added to the bill 
before its pasage—the first limiting the 
speed of automobiles to 15 miles per 
hour, instead of 20 miles: second, re- 
quiring that a white light be visible at 
right for at least 500 feet. instead of 
200 feet, and, third, to require the drivers 
of machines in the case of accident, to 
show his responsibility, even as do en- 
gineers in railroad cases, and holding 
the owner and driver jointly responsible 
for any injury or damage done by acct- 
dent.
